Washington, D. C.—As earners oC 
dread bubonic plague rats are a men- 
•ice 
but that is only one form of 
their costly and dangerous deprecia- 
tions, says a bulletin from, the \Vash- 
ir.gto'r. headquarters oC the National 
Geographic Society: 


"Rats are practically omnivorous 
and their depredations COVRT- a wide 
range," writes Edward W. Nelson in 
a. communication 
to 
The Society 
"They feed 
Indifferently 
upon all 
kinds of vegetable and animal' mat- 


'•'They dig up "newly planted grain, 
destroy it '-while growing, and also 
when in the shock, stack, crib, gran- 
ary mill, elevator, warehouse, wharf, 
and ship's hold, as well as in the 
bin and feed trough. They cat fruits, 
vegetables, and meats in ths market, 
destroying at the same time by pol- 
lution far more than Is consumed. 


Kill Eggs and Poultry 


"They destroy enormous numbers 


of eggs and poultry, as well as the 
eggs and young of song and game 
birds. In addition, they invade stores 
and warehouses and destroy grocer- 
ies of every description, as well as 
furs, laces, silks, carpets, and leather 
goods. 
"They cause many disastrous fires 
by gnawing 
matches, 
by gnawing 
through lead pipe near gas meters, or 
by, cutting the insulation from elec- 
tric wires in order to secure mater- 
ial for nests and by gathering oil- 
soaked rags and- other Inflammable 
material in their nests; flood houses 
by gnawing 
through 
lead -water- 
pipes; ruin artificial ponds and em- 
bankments by burrowing, 
damage 
foundations, floors, doors, and fur- 
nishings of dwellings. 
"As disease 
carriers 
they also 
cause enormous commercial losses, 
especially through the/introduction 
of bubonic plague and.the resulting 
suspension of commerce. With 'the 
introduction of plague they become 
directly responsible for business dis- 
aster as well as for an appalling mor- 
tality. 
. 
. 


Loss in rood Stuff 


"Much the greater part of losses 


from these pests is in 
food-stuffs, 
which as already indicated, are de- 
stroyed at every stage from the time 
the .seed is planted until they, are 
ready for human consumption. 
"Investigations some years ago in- 
dicated that the direct annual losses 
sustained in the United States were 
about $200,000,000, with a great ad- 
ditional sum in indirect losses, in- 
cluding the 
effect 
on 
the public 
health and commerce from the di- 
seases carried by rats, and the ne- 
cessary expenditures in combating 
them.. Assuming, roughly speaking 
that as estimated the rat population 
'in the United States is 50,000,000, for 
the cities and 150,000,000 for the ru- 
ral districts, it will reciuire the de- 
struction of property by each rat only 
a little more than one-fourth a cer.t 
a day to make the aggregate sum es- 
timated as destroyed by these pest 
yearly in this country. 
"A more definite idea of the losses 
from rats may-be gained by consid- 


ering what it means in human effort. 
Costs Work of 150,000 Men 
"Taking the average yearly returns 
on a man's labor in agriculture, as 
shown by the census of 1910. it re- 
quires the continuous work of about 
150,000 men, v, ith farms, agricultural 
implements, and other equipment to 
supply.'the foodstuffs destroyed an- 
nually by rats in 'the .United States. 
In addition, rats destroy other pro- 
perty, mainly ot .agricultural origin, 
the production of which requires the 
work of about 50,000 men. -. 
"This gives a'total of 200,000 men, 
with theiV equipment, in this country 
whose economic output . is devoted 
solely to feeding and otherwise pro- 
viding for rats. If a small fraction 
of this army and the money Involved 
could be concentrated in a continuous 
national campaign against these pests 
a vast saving could me achieved."

FHEDERlC J. RASKIN 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—Few people who 


visit the Capitol at Washington realize the im- 
mense amount ot work involved in the upkeep 
of the building and grounds. " More than /300 
people are constantly employed to keep it in 
proper condition. 
Between the sessions o£ Con- 


gress the building is thoroughly gone over and 
such alterations made as have been suggested 
during the bijsy season. 


For Instance, during the last session, members 


of both Houses complained about the color scheme 
in the House and Senate Chambers. They claimed 
that the dark tints had a depressing effect on their 
minds, so it.was decided to redecorate the rooms 
in a lighter shade. Superintendent Elliott Woods 
and his staff, are now experimenting with various 
shades to find something which will be lighter, 
yet preserve the dignified tone which has always 
marked the halls of Congress. 


The acoustic effect ot the Supreme Court room, 


v.;hich was formerly occupied b/ the Senate, be- 
fore the second wing- was added to the building, 
has always been poor. .So this year the chamber 
has been virtually reconstructed to remedy .this 
difficulty. 


Two artists are at work in the Senate corridor 


retouching the paintings and frescoes, while on 
-the 
House side extensive repairs are being made 


to the floor in the corridor. 
Owing- to the large 


membership in that body, and the greater amount 
of traffic, it has been found that the floors on that 
side wear out much faster than in the Senate 
wing. 
* * * * * 


The two office buildings in which the members 


of both Houses ha.ve their offices, are" bejng thor- 
oughly gone over. 
Between the Capitol and the 


office buildings aro two subways. 
In the Senate 


wing there is a little electric railway, for which 
an additional car has just 'been ordered. 
Tlie 


House members, being younger as a rule, decided 
that they did not heed one,"so they walk from the 
CapitoU.to their offices. 
The elevators in all three 


buildings are being thoroughly gone over. 
The

with the wishes of the various occupants. 


Of course the buUdlngs are cleaned every day, 


or rather every night after the adjournment oC 
the two Houses, but the general work of over- 
hauling Is done when Congress is not in session. 


The statues in Statuary Hall are thoroughly 


washed with soap and water. 
Just before Con- 


gress convenes, the Washington Tire Department 
is sent for and the hose turned on the outside of 
the building. 


Originally, the Capitol was built of brown sand- 


stone, but after being burnt by the British in 
1S14, the walls were painted white. The exterior 
of the building is repainted every three years, at 
which time a scaffolding is erected around the 
statue which crowns the dome, and it is given 
a thorough washing with soap and water. 
At 


one time a rumor was started that the statue was 
to be painted. 
A resolution was' introduced in 


(he Senate ordering the work stopped. 
Much 


conjecture has been indulged in as to what it 
represents. 
Some claim it is an Indian, others an 


allegorical figure 
of 
Columbia. 
According , to 


Superintendent Woods, who.is in charge of the 
building, it represents Freedom. 
. * * . # * * 


Down in one ot the sub-basements ot the build- 


ing, 
out ot sight ot the public, are the shops and 


store-rooms. 
Here are made and kept supplies 


of every kind. Large quantities of paint, plumb-, 
ing and electrical material are kept constantly on 
hand. 
Among the three hundred employees carried 


on 
Uie Capitol payroll are plumbers, painters, 


carpenters, electricians, not to mention ordinary 
laborers ot both sexes. An expert color mixer ia 
one of the permanent members of the .staff. 
Ex- 


perts are Employed for various kinds of special 
work. 
It may be easily understood that the 


superintendent o£ the Capitol has a regular job 
on his hands. 
As a separate department the grounds are in 


charge of a landscape gardener. 
There are many 


historic tree's, such as the Washington Elm, under 
which the Father of/His Country, used to sit and 
eat his lunch while'' he watched the progress ot 
the Capitol building. Not long since it-was found 
that this old tree was in danger of dying. 
A 


skilled tree surgcon'.was called in and it was 
saved. 
Then there is-the tree to which Thomas 


Jefferson tied his horse; wiien he rode to the Cap- 
itol to be inaugurated the second time. 
". 


When a tree is to be replaced, one of. the mem- 


bers of congress is chosen to stand sponsor for it. 
The member selects the variety to be planted and 
the tree bears his name. 
The Cameron Elm is 


one of the grand old trees in the grounds. When 
the walks.were being laid, it was found that this 
tree was in the way, and it was proposed that it 
be cut down. Senator Cameron introduced a reso- 
lution to preserve it, and the walk was laid 
around it. 
Tiie position of each.tree is shown on a large 


chart of the grounds with the name" of its sponsor 
attached. 
Trees have been planted by the late 


Senator GalHngcr, "Uncle Joe:' Cannon, Charnp 
Clark, and other members of both bodies.- Mis.-; 
.Teanette Rankin. the 
only woman member of 


Congress, planted,'a California redwood. .

So it can be readily seen that the Capitol is 


practically a village in itself, not only from the 
number oC people required,'but from the jiumbei 
ot trades represented ia the. work ef keeping the 
bijilding and grounds clean and in repair. From 
tha lightning points which surmount the statue on 
the dome, to the giant power plant, the largest 
single plant south oC New York, which supplies 
light heat and power to the Capitol, Senate and 
House office buildings, and the Library of Congress 
at a saving- of thousands of dollars annually, every' 
part is constantly under the eye of experts. 


So systematically is everything arranged, that 


the work goes on like tlie revolutions ot a vast 
machine. 
Only occasionally does one see 
the 


wheels go round. 
But they move all the. time. 


Day 'after day, night after night, the building is 
gone over in such a careful manner that to the 
eye of the casual visitor, who does not bother to 
explore into the workings of the system, it seems 
to be cared for automatically. 
He does not see 


the three hundred, men and women of all trades 
and professions work here all the time. 
' 


No vacuum cleaners, no electric washers, or oth- 


er contrivances which lighten the work of the 
twentieth century housewife, are used in the Cap- 
itol. 
All t"-e work is done by hand—everything 


from scrubbing the floors to washing the statu- 
ary. 
Thus one may get some idea of the raag- 


'nitude of the task which falls to the lot of Uncle 
Sam's housekeepers who care for the Capitol at 
Washington.

Bertrand Russell, England's most famous rad- 


ical, has returned from Russia with a report on 
sovietism so decidedly adverse as to leave the 
bolshcvist 
sympathizers . in 
England fairly 
gasping for 
breath. 
He pronounces the 
red movement as too cruel 
and destructive to be of any 
value to the. world outside 
-Russia. 
Among 
the 
interesting 


facts in his report on Russian 
conditions are these: 


"All .power is in the hands 


of 
the 
Community party, 


which numbers "a bout 600,000 
in a population ot 120,000,- 
.000. 


"Moscow 
and

power of the state devoted to 
their needs. 
"There'is absolute complete suppression of

claue-rter of Robert Pcarsall Smith of Philadel- 
phia.

only led to unwise negligence or pro- 
crastination on the part of the pa- 
tient whose 'heart" disease happened 
to be dubbed "merely . functional." 
When a heart does not function nor- 
mal], 
it is high time to takp-care; 
whatever may be possible to'accom- 
plish in the way of prevention and 
of cure should be 
sought 
imme- 


diately.

Founding of The Gazette 


l!y STEPHEN- BOI,I,ES. 


EVENTY-FIVE years ago today, on the afternoon of August 
14, 1845; the first issue of the Janesville Gazette was placed 


in the'post office or sold to subscribers who came in eager curi- 
osity and with pride to get the first copy. 


The edition was soon disposed of and none remained for the 


files. One copy sent to the mother .of the publisher, back in New 
Hampshire, was kept for a half century but was finally lost, 
Hence no copy of the first issue 
of the Gazette is known to be in 
'existence. The second number 
'was very like the first. It, and 
from that time on, all others 
were preserved and bound in 
book form and are with the ex- 
ception of the volume of 1855, 
taken from the office and never 
returned, intact in the Gazette 
library. They form from the 
day of the first issue the inti- 
mate personal history of the 
county and the city together 
with a current historical record 
of the world. 


It is not likely that Levi A!- 


clen, founder of the Gazette,'•• 
had a newspaper in mind when 
he took the trip by canal, lake 
and stage, to reach Janesville. 
He was a teacher and looked for 
a school. But the demand f6r a 
newspaper was insistent. Eock 
county was coming to the front with rapidity. The village of 
Janesville had 850 people and was the trading center for many 
thousand settlers clear to the west as far as Mineral Point and 
Platteville. Then Alden with a printer, E. A. Stoddard, after- 
ward a noted publisher of Illinois, joined hands, got a Washing- 
ton hand press from Detroit, a type outfit from Chicago and 
s.tarted up the business. 


It was a time of intense partisanship. Slavery was begin- 
. 
to be the great issue and sectionalism had split the Whig 
party somewhat and was later to destroy it. The Gazette was 
strongly Whig. In the seething political pot of the territory 'it 
inserted its stirring stick and added to the turmoil. When-the 
Whig party ceased to exist, the Gazette became republican and 
boldly championed the cause of the north and of Abraham Lin- 
coln and the Union. 
. 
. 


In Janesville have been many newspapers. They have all 


• died and passed into the cemetery of buried hopes. In the 75 
years since the Gazette was brought into being, there have ex- 
isted a half score of publications originated, not as business in- 
'stitutions, but to further the ends of politics, personal antag- 
onisms or as the printed voice of a clique. • A newspaper to live 
in this year of progress must be a quasi-public institution. It 
must first of all be a newspaper, a daily chronicle of 'the world s 
events. The battle, line is strewn with the dead .publications 
born for some special interest, serving, spme_ master or printed 
for some class -division'-of'activity."^ The Gazette • has lived 
through all these years arid grown because from the very begin- 
ning it has been "The Voice of the People"—open to all, welcom-

creased its equipment, its .presses and its number of employes.

LYNCHING - JANESVILLE'S 1ST GREAT TRAGEDY 


Tills Is the stnry of 
the srentcst 


traecdy in tlic life of Jaiiovillf. It 
J» compiled from old records ami 
files of tlio newspapers of the time. 
.Brc-nusc of it Llm Gazette, onter- 
prisiiifr as a newspaper printed Its 
first extra. 


On tin- morning of Thui-sday, July 
i;. IS5T, hundreds of men witnessed 
and assisted in llic lynching of David 
K. Mavborry on a tree, in the center 
of Uie"Court House park in Jiuieaville 
the lynching: bolus: the result of a 
growing: sentiment against Mayborry 
who was just being escorted 
from 
the Court Mouse, W.'iei-o lie Jiacl been 
found guilty OL" Uio murder of An- 
drew Alger and had been sentenced 
to a lite-term at State Prison. 


Story of Murder. 


Tiie facts connected with the mur- 
der went back l.o shortly les.-i than a 
month before (he lynching-, June 14. 
two davs before the gruesome mur- 
der which finally ended in the death 
of the murderer and a double trag- 
edy, tho most horrible that has ever 
occurred here. On June 14. 1S53, 
X'avld .F. Mayberry, ;i. Mormon who 
had already served eight years In the 
Illinois Stato Prison for horse steal- 
Ing jind had said when he was rq- 
loasod that ".somebody won.ld have 
to pay for the time he lost," left the 


farm of John C. McComb, between 
Boloit and Rockford, with whom he 
had made friends shortly before, say- 
ing that he was going to Janesvillc. 
Willie passing through Beloit, he met 
and made, trie acquaintance of An- 
drew AlgL'r, a man fitly years of ago, 
w!io wan engaged in the timber bus- 
iness.

Alsi'i' a Lumberman. 
Alger owned and operated a large 
tract, of land near Kock Kiver, abour, 
twenty miles north of Janesvillc and 
ho hii-cd a. large number ot men to 
saw his timber; He had 
recently 
sold a large amount of it, receiving 
S55S in cash, a horse and a buggy. 
He was carrying the money with him 
when ho met Maybcrry', who soon 
heard of the fact, and also that Al- 
ger was soon to Klart again for the 
lumber camp. Ho left"Beloit before 
Alger and arriving in this city, await- 
ed him. On Saturday afternoon, Al- 
ger arrived in Janesville in the bug- 
gy he received for the logs and after 
resting here for 
about 
an 
hour, 
started north, taking I he Milton road. 
In the meantime, Mayberry had pur- 
chased somo articles of clothing and 
a hatchet from Pixley and Kimball's 
stot-p. 
He left town shortly 
after 


Alger. 
McConib Tells Story. 
What happened.after that was told" 
by McComb in his testimony during 
the trial and is as follows: 
On Sun- 
lay, June 17, Mayberry arrived 
at 


McComb's place driving a horse and 
buggy and wearing several articles 
of now clothing. 
Cold Blooded Fiend. 
He also exhibited various sums OL 


money including a $20 gold piece. 
He told McComb that ho had killed 
and robbed a "pinery bug," the clay 
bet'ore between JanesvtKe and Mil- 
ton ite told how he had arrived in 
.ranesvUle ahead of Alger, 
how he 
had bought the 
hatchet 
and 
hail 
awaited him; how lie had followed 
him for a ways and then asking him 
for a ride. 1't se.ems that Alger did 
not recognize him. 
After proceed- 


ing a short distance and having^ lell 
t.he prairie and entered the grove on 
the Spanieling farm, on the Milton 
road, Mayberry who was in his shirt 
sleeves, carrying his coat on "his arm,

Klllerl WitU Hatchet. 
It was then that he struck tho 


first nun-tierous blow, striking Alger 
over the right temple with the pole 
of the 
hatchet. 
Mayberry 
then 


stopped the horse, kicked the body 
from the buggy and 
got out and 
dragged .it by the heels into a thicket 
of shrubs, where he stripped it oC all 
its clothes anfl 
taking 
from 
the 
pocket of Alger's pants a large dirk 
knife, cut his throat from car to car 
and then stabbed him 
in the chest 
and in the back, after which he re- 


turned to the buggy 
with -Alger's 
clothes and money, nut them under 
the seat and drove back to Janesvillc 
on his way to McComb's.

witness 
(McComb) 
stated 
that while Maybcrry was absent from 
Uie house for a few minutes during 
ail interruption in this tale of blood, 
he dispatched, a neighbor to Rock- 
ford lor.Sheriff .'John F. Taylor and 
when Mayberry returned he enter- 
tained him as best he could until 11 
or 12 at night when Sheriff Taylor, 
Allbrncy Brown and several others 
from IlochCord 
stepped 
into 
the 


room. Mayborry was ironed at once 
and taken to the Rocktord jail. Mr. 
Brown, Mr. Taylor and a Mr. Miller 
came 1o Janesville the next morning. 
June IS, informing Sheriff Hosklns 
of what had occurred and went to 
the snot .that 
Mayberry had 
de- 


scribed, 


• Found the Body. 


After a half hour search, the body 
was found. 
Mr. Spaulding, 
at the 


i-enueut of Sheriff: Hoskins, brought 
the body into town, whore an inquest 
was liclcl. resulting in the committ- 
ment of Mayborry on the charge of 
murder. A requisition was procured 
and Mayberry was 
brought to the 
Rock County Jail. 
The grand jury 
had but just convened and the case 
was put before it, with instructions 
to act on it at once. As the detailed 
facts of the horrible 
crime became 


known, popular feeling 
rose high 
against Mayberry. The news spread 
through Kock River Valley and when 
it became known 
at 
the 
lumber 
camps, which Alger owned, work was 
entirely suspended and alt the lum- 
ber jacks and river drivers came to 
the city to attend the trial. Mayberry 
was indicted by the grand jury and 
on Tuesday, July 3 0, he. was brought 
/-.-fore James K. Dopliltle, Judge of 
the Rock County Circuit Court for 
trial. 


Immljcrjiicts Swarmed Ui '.I'on-ii. 
As,the trial progressed the num- 
ber of strangers in town became no- 
ticeably 
larger 
until 
Wednesday 


morning,. July 11, when the public 
square in front 
of'the Court House 


fairly swarmed -with people, most 01 
them being lumbermen whose wages 
depended upon Mr. Algcr. • As Way- 
berry was led from the jail to the 
Court House there was a slight dem- 
onstration which was repelled by tbe 
extra force of police which had1 l.een 
put on. The evidence was concluded 
during the day and the case given fo 
the jury at six o'clock that after- 
noon. In twenty minutes a verdict of 
guilty oC murder in Iho lirst degree 
was "given and' the jury discharged. 


jVo Suntinico XceUtMl

Shortly after seven o'clock ilia.,

Dechu-ctl His Innocence 


The 'court asked Mayberry if he 
had anything to say against thc.snn- 
lence of the law being passed upon 
him to which he replied "I know fns 
evidence is strong against me but 1 
am innocent of the murder. ' Judge 
Uoolittle then sentenced him to be 
imprisoned for life at hard labor at 
State's prison at 
Waupun. 
May- 
berry was perfectly composed 
re- 


ceiving his sentence with 
indiffei- 
ence 
He was kept within the court 
room for somo time, after receiving 
his sentence, the officers fearing vi- 


olence from the mob. 
An eye-wit- 
ness of the scene tells about it as fol- 
lows: 
Crowd Has Dwimlli'd. 
"When the prisoner left the court 
house, tho mob had wppamnf.Iy dis- 
persed, and tho crowd 
which 
had 
been so large earlier in the day had 
dwindled to hardly 100 persons. All 
,-ppeared tranquil nnd 
quiet. . The 


sheriff had advised that this was a 
good time to take 
Iho prisoner to 


the jail which WHS distant about ten 
rods. The sheriff had formed a com- 
pany of from 50 to 100 men, made up 
of his officers and others fo conduct. 
Maybcrry lo the jail. No sooner had 
he reached the ground outside the 
court house than signals were given 
from the windows of the. surrounding 
buildings and the crowd rushed out, 
surrounded the posse just.-IK it reach- 
ed the steps oC tlie'jail. Hore for the 
first time the officers were baffled by 
the efforts oC the mob. 


Stormed the Jail. 
"The steps leading into the jail had 
been removed and the door heavily 
barricaded. 
Stones were used until 
most of the posse was put to flight 
or thrown to the ground, when the 
crowd rushed in and seized their vic- 
tim. 
He struggled 
furiously, 
the 
crowd rushing in upon him with wild 
cries of exultation until a blow upon 
the head felled 
him. Immediately 


the cry was 'A rope, hang him.' A 
rope was thrown 
into the 
crowd 


while the prisoner 
was 
upon hi* 


knees pleading. 'For God's sake have 
mercy ' The rope was placed about 
Ills nc-ck and ho was led 10 t h e near- 
cat tree Here wilh considerable diffi- 
culty his hands were tied behind him 
with 'pieces of linen torn 
from his 


clothing. 
He was nsked if he win 


guilty of the 
murder of Alger and 
could only whisper, 'Oh, Lord have 
mercy.'

Cut Mown (lie Tree. 


Tlio tree upon which Maybcrry 
was hanged stood near the center ot 
the lower square. It was cut down 
I he morning after tho 
hanging by 


Uriah Schutt, ono of the 
jurymen, 
who convicted Mayberry, who said- 
that he would put an end to the daily, 
pilgrimages which 
would be made, 


otherwise. 
The limb 
from 
which 
Mayberry was hanged was sent to 
tiie State Historical Society at Mad- 
ison whllo the remainder was cut up 
into c-mics and other articles by th* 
curious crowd. 


an Interesting Paper 


There was little local 
news 
in 
those first editions ot the Gazette. 
The demand for the first edition was 
so great that it was entirely sold out 
and none are left or to be found. As 
the editor stated in his prospectus he 
was publishing the paper chiefly for 
.political purposes. Wisconsin was a 
•'territory with, statehood hopes at an 
earlv date. When Alden & Stoddard 
started the Gazette there was a vio- 
lent contest on between Morgan L. 
Martin, ,.the democratic 
candidate, 
and James Colllna, the whig candi- 
date, for territorial delegate. Demo- 
crats here were "locofocos" in those 
days. That term had come to them 
from, a democratic 
convention 
in 
New York sftatb where, being with- 
out 
lamps, 
the 
members used 
matches, they called locofocos, 
to 
light up the place and carry on the 
proceedings. 
The whig party, which 


five years before had elected "Tlppe- 
canoe and Tyler too-," was torn by 
dissensions over slavery. 
Xo Local iH'ev.s 
It was the aim of the Gazette pub- 
lishers to print a story, clipped from 
the English magazines usually, --or 
from some eastern paper, 
and 
-a 
poem, and to gether from various 
sources talcs ot murder and such 


1 other stirring events as -v.-f.ro para- 
mountly in the public mind, a-nd. all 
were eastern affairs. 
So there is one 
single item of local news in the sec- 
ond issue of tiie Gazette, the first is- 
sue in the files and, preserved, and 
that tells of a meeting held at the 
court house concerning a free bridge. 
A building committee was named 
' consisting of James M. Burgess. Guy 
Stbughton, George Brown, Asa Blood 
and J. A. Wa-onor. There is a no- 
tice of a "great" shoo-tinff match on 
Saturday. August 23, and that ends 
local history for the first edition. 


Told iii tho AriverlisInR 
'Advertising was ligiit at first-but 
gradually increased. Inside of a year 
it might be called "heavy.". It had 
increased so much that Lev! Alden 
and his now partner. Tompkins, an- 
nounced that they would enlarge the 
paper. 
But paper was hard to yRt. 
almost as hard as it is now, and 
from week to week the announce- 
ment was made' to a patient sub- 
scription list that, the paper- neces- 
sarv to add a column to the papo 
was not yet at hand. But it finally 
came, and since thetf the Gazette 
has grown from-time to tinic, never 
returning to the original size of the 
first paper, and never taUing a back- 
ward stop. - 
AUvcrtistiifr Literature 
Many publications were advertised 


in those days. 
There was the Na- 


tional Pilot at Buffalo, the United 
States Saturday Post, of Philadel- 
phia. Graham's Magazine, Cassius M. 
Clay's True American—tho abolition- 
ist piiper printed in Lexington, Ky., 
raided by the slavcry'raen and latt-r 
printed at Cincinnati". 
Old Cassius 
lived to a long life. He was minister 
to Russia in time of tho civil war. 
He was fearless and a fighter with 
either pistol or knife, and the Ga- 


• zette chronicled some of his contests 
with the slavery -folks in those early 
editions.

Mr. and 'Mrs. James M. Alden 


found themselves a log cabin home 
on the up river outskirts of the pres- 
ent city. ' They had pioneered their 
way from west New York state_by 
the stage and wagon roaci. "~\Vith 
them came their 2-year-old daugh- 
ter, Emma, the fourth child in a fam- 
ily of eight, who was reared lo wom- 
anhood, wifehood and m'otherhood. 
and now lives here, the widow of M. 
H. Gibbs, a veteran of the Civil war, 
whose death occurred in 1916.

All the old brick houses about thB 


city are pointed lo by Mrs. Gibbs as

Gibbs, herself, set type in the oltl 
Gazette office for -about. two years 
while her husband was fighting m 
the Civil war.

The Gazette, just about a year old 
when the J. M. Alden family come 
to Janesville, has .been the source of 
local, national, and world hi forma- 
tion in that family.and the families 
of that family for the past 74 years. 
"We always have had the Gazette, 
said Mrs. GibbB. 
"We would 
not 
know what to do without it." 
Mrs. Gibbs, who is 76 years of age, 


is exceptionally well preserved 
in 
health, still enjoying walks of two 
and three miles.-"She sat in the twi- 
light knitting, using only the natural 
strength of her eyes. She lias never 
had to wear glasses, although she. 
reminds one she has done a great 
deal ot sewing and used her eyes 
strenuously, especially in the early 
days oC her life.

After her death her statue was

Henry Janes, who arrived In the 
month of June, selected for his-claim 
half n. section of government land.

On the first of June the Gazette 
noticed the progress of the ''Stevens 
House," then expected to 
be com- 
pleted within a month. By way of 
giving an *idea of the extent of the 
edirice, it said that "an" acre of plas- 
tering" would be required, and al- 
together, it was to be a magnificent, 
first class hotel. 
Old. residents here 
know that, whether it met this de- 
scription or not, it was a large house, 
very convenient and 
comfortable, 
and that it added greatly to the at- 
tractions of the village. It was de- 
stroyed by fire on the first Tuesday 
of April, 3S53— a day memorable for 
one of the most violent gales of wind 
ever experienced in this part of the 
country. . At the time of its destruc- 
tion, and for a year and a half previ- 
ous, it was the property of A. Hyatt 
Smith. Charles Stevens has 
the 
credit of having added this improve- 
ment to the town, and the well and 
widely known reputation 
of 
the 
house under the administration of 
Messrs. Churchill and Sibley, next of 
himself, .and lastly of Stover Rines, 
did much for the prosperity and ad- 
vancement of the place. It was not 
ready for occupation so soon as anti- 
cipated. but was opened on the 12th 
day of October, by Messrs. Churchill 
& Sibley. - 
On the 7th day of September, '4S, 
the Milwaukee and Galena Telegraph 
Company was • organized, A. Hyatt 
Smith, president; R. W. Wright,- of 
.Waukesha, vice president, and Wm. 
Duane Wilson, of Milwaukee, then 
one of the proprietors of the Milwau- 
kee Sentinel, secretary. This line was 
soon -in operation, and contributed 
towards attracting attention' to this 
part of the valley of Rock River, and 
especially tct Janesville. It

Water Power

The anxiety for an eastern railroad 
connection continuing to increase, in 
January, 1S4D, 
a meeting was held to 
promote the project of a railroad lo 
bring the 
valley 
of Rock 
River, 
throughout its length, into commu- 
nication with the lines of railroad 
stretching towards Chicago from the 
East. • The Madison and Beloit rail- ; 
road company had been incorporated 
at the first session of the State Leg- 
islature, 
which 
was held in 
the 
Summer ot 1S48. This was-always s. 
favorite project with the people of 
this valley. The meeting referred to 
was addressed by Wm..B. Ogden, of 
Chicago, (now the President, of the 
Chicago and ^Northwestern- railway), 
A Hyatt Smith,,and others.-.The gen- 
tleman last named was 
especially 
active in the forwarding of this en- 
terprise, and 
for several . years de- 


voted his abilities and energy to its 
prosecution, rendering service to this 
part of the State,~and particularly to 
the town of his residence, that at- 
tracted to him a large share of the 
public attention, and won for htm 
the esteem of those most directly in- 
terested- in the welfare and advance- 
ment of this portion of Wisconsin. 
Janesville had now grown to the 
proportion of a respectable village. 
In the month ot March, '49, her pop- 
ulation numbered. IS 12. There were 
318 families resident here, of which 
113 lived on the East side, and 20o 
on the West side of the .river. 'There 
were 218 dwelling houses—107 
on 
the East side, and 171 on the/West 
side.—One hundred and

schools, affording the facilities for a 
thorough practical education, would 
greatly aid the growth of the place, 
and that every dollar expended in 
that behalf would be repaid to tax- 
payers, with bountiful 
interest, 
in 
the promotion of new accessions to 
our population, 
and the 
enhanced 


value of properly. 
In the course ot the Summer there 
was an effort.made to bbtain daily 
mail service from this rilace to Mil- 
waukee, and in the.moith of Octo- 
ber the P. O. Department,established 
it. There were then nine mail routes 
crossing here, and the arrival and 
departure of the different lines of 
stage coaches contributed much to 
the appearance ot business, and was 
a source of pleasurable excitement. 


On the 30th of August a meeting 
was held at the Court House, to 
adopt measures for 
procuring 
the 


location here of the State Asylum for 
the Blind. This institution was not 
long afterwards established here, and 
the building which stands in ail ele- 
vated situation in the southern part 
of the city, is now one of its prin- 
cipal ornaments. 


Railroad West 


The surveys for the Madison and 
Beloit Railroad, 
afterwards • called 


the Rock River Valley . Union Rail- 
road, and 
now the 
Chicago 
and 
Northwestern Railway, were com- 
menced on the 17th day of August, 
1S49 
under the charge of Col. Hugh 
Lee, as chief, and A. T. Gray, as as- 
sistant engineer. 
These 
surveys, 


which occupied about six weeks in 
the field, embraced that part of the 
proposed road between this place and 
Beloit. 
Three lines were surveyed,' 


in all forty-two 
miles and

quarters, the expense estimated, and 
maps and profiles completed in the 
course of the succeeding autumn; of 
all which report was made by the 
chief engineer of the company. The

road from Janesville to the Missis- 
sippi, was organized at the Slovens 
House. 
This line of road was after- 
wards taken 
by the Milwaukee &

the village of Monroe, the county scat 
of Green county, a distance of thir- 
ty-six miles. 


The railroad connections with the 
East, which had so long been anx- 
iously hoped for, ond so much dis- 
cussed, seemed-to be near at hand. 
The people ot Janesville began to be- 
lieve that the promise of growth and 
importance, as to- which they had 
speculated, would at no distant day 
be realized, and that here might be 
built up a, city to rival the most pop- 
ulous and .-prosperous of the inland 
cities of the East. Dr. John Mitchell, 
then the editor and proprietor of the 
Democratic 
Standard, 
advocated 


obtaining a city charter, and for a 
place numbering 
nearly five thou- 


sand inhabitants something else than 
a township government 
seemed, in- 
deed, to be necessary. It was thought 
best by the people that we should 
have a municipal organization, sepa- 
rate from

Janesville. 
Accordingly the legisla- 


ture of '53 incorporated the City of 
Janesville, with boundaries as delin-
